No one’s been able to stop it — but 
shocked animal lovers are trying. 

“The villagers say it's a tradition — 
but it’s still barbaric,” said Manuel 
Rueda, head of the local animal protec- 
tion league. 

“The police know it goes on — and yet 
they tolerate it.

"This year we took posters to the 
carnival that urged the villagers to stop 
this massacre of animals. H

At the sideshows of death, thrill- 
seekers pay 20 cents or $1 per throw — 
depending on how close they stand to 
the staked-out creatures, 

Rabbíts, hens and doves cry out 
pitifully as the stones smash into their 
bodies. 

The lucky ones die quickly. Others

. "The animal is hit many, 
many times," said Rueda. “‘One 
stone may break its leg, another 
may hit the chest or back. It usu- 
ally doesn't die until it's hit on 


some vital part of its body. 


“The animals suffer a lot — the 
rabbits scream in agony. But un- 
til the animal is dead, the winner 
can't take it home. 

Father Antonio Morales, the 
parish priest, admits the stoning 
is inhumane. But he doesn’t think 
the villagers are sadistic. 

“Every village in Spain has its 
own festival. Some organize 
dances or sports events. , But 
these people have their own type 
of entertainment. Р 

“Апа there's an economic fac- 
tor. Anyone who has a small 


animal and wants to make some 
money will put the creature up 
for stoning.” 

Local tavern owner Antonio 
Sanchez loves the carnival — 
and he’s proud that his 8-year- 
old son, Juan, actually operates 
one of the sideshows where 


doves are tied up for stoning. 
Said Sanchez: “Now and again 
the animal society or the police 
try to stop the carnival, but it still 
goes on,

You can doodle it 
away, Say experts. 

“Doodling is a great way to free your mind 
and make you more relaxed and healthy,” de- 
clared Dr. Anu De Monterice, a California psy- 
chiatrist. 

And Dr. Stephen Brown, associate professor 
of psychology at Pepperdine University in Los 
Angeles, Calif., agreed ling and carefree 
drawing release the cork on bottled-up stress and 
tension, 

“It's a creative way for anyone to restore vi- 


tality and health through relaxation. Everyone 
can really erase stress by doodling.” 

When people doodle, their concentration 
shifts from worrying about everyday problems to 
a more carefree attitude, said Dr. Brown. He rec- 
ommends two 15-minute doodling sessions a day 
— one in the morning, the other in late afternoon 
— as well as '*mini-doodling sessions’ whenever 
stress starts building up. 

"The next time you have a coffee break, 
make it a doodle break, too,” he suggested. 

“All people have to do is make a firm com- 


mitment to themselves to do therapeutic doodling 
at least two times a day. This should not be an idle 
commitment — it should be a real commitment to 
yourself to definitely do your creative doodling!
